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ABSTRACT 

This docusent is a course outline for an introductory 
cossunity college course designed to progressively increase the 
student's ability to understand, speak, read, and vrite Spanish. 
Additionally, the course is intended to give the student a gradually 
expanding and deepening knowledge of Bexico, its culture, geography, 
history, social organization, and literature. Included in this 
outline are learning goals and activities for the student as veil as 
a listing of the material to be covered in each instructional unit. A 
bibliography of books and articles and two brief essays on the value 
of foreign language study are appended.

The student viU progressively increase his ability to understand, spealc, read, 
and wite Spanish. He irill also acquire a neir unaerstandiqg of language, 
progressively revealing to hia the structure of language and giving hia a 
nm perapective on Inglish, as irell as an increased vocabulary and greater 
effectiveness in expression. He viU also acquire a gradually eagpandii« and 
deepening kaQwleOge of Msxico^-its geography, history, social organization, 
liteorattore, and culture<-^na, as a consequsnce, a better perspective on 
Anerican culture and a nore onliglxtened Anarlcanisn througlh adjustMnt to 
the concept of difftoences between cultwes.

^POr a long p«riod of tim, the mtive popuUtlon of Maoclco hm ixbjeeted 
to e ajetamtle ^aq^itatloa in uhlcb oafih of the eowtry'e culture and 
reeouroee v«re etolaa oar deetvojed," stated Dick Dmx, BC ftarelgn iMKtsKge 
iaetnutor. Duax dellvwed his eonante about MMdoan oultore lut veek In 
imat nae the f Irat of a bubImv of weekly xreeeobationa lAileh nake tm the anr 
Chlcano Coltwal Center Speaknr Series. 

The series , under the direction of Chieano Center coordSitttor Jess Hleto, 
viU bring speakers of varying backgrounds and notoriety to the BC canos eadi 
veek to discuss the different aspei ts of life in the Chleaao ooonnlty. oam 
of the topics of discw^lon sCheduIss fmt vvootslqs- veeks are: aixiorlty 
e^pSoyMot, aenkal health, affirmtlve action in govmanit pcograw, and 
Chicane histoory and culture. 

In the kickoff leetvre last veek, Duuc r«Uted som of the ea^erlenees 
he had idille south of the bordnr on a Latin Aimrican s'iuAles jrogran 
sponsored by UCXA. "Nhen yaa thl^k of Nndco, you «ho«adn't think of It as 
a saall place lite Tijuana or MBadeaU,'* Duaat ea^lalned. is really a 
very l^rge country vlth over 6l allllon people." 

His ivesentatlon centered aaliily around the unfortunate nr. r^- ^f 
ethnoclde," or culture killing, to nhich the r^tlve Mexican peor^y laoa 
been svlfadeeted. 

This dastruetion of Neodisan culture, lAieh accordi]« to Hmx is still 
going on to a lesser degree, originally began at the tiM of the ooaquest of 
Nndco by Spain. At that tlae, the Spanish con^tolstadores irere only interested 
In how mxii gold and treasure they could find and tate vlth then and as a 
zesult, Mexican art and culture took quite a beatl]«. ^kie of the m2n reasons 
Vorth Aasrica is so mxSh fkrther developed today than Neatieo, is beeauie the 
first people to eo«s to Aaerica caM to live, not to loot as did the Ssanish 
in Nndco," Duax added. 

"ttafortumteiy, one of the reasons Maodco uas so easy for the Spanish 
to ecoquer ims that the Indisn ^fthology and religion iredieted the cooliw of 
a great splrltoal loader and the Indians aistook Cortes fbr bla." 

lAter In the lectve, Duax discussed etfanoolds bei]« motlaed In thli 
country at the jresenb tins. He said, "Aanrioa prides Itself on beii« the 

■ttltiag pot of the irarld* as if It is a good thli« to try and Mlt ever 
Into one hiigs honogenoos culture."

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Valuoi of Foreign Language Study 



The study of a foreign language, like that of noet otheer basic disciplines, 
is both a progressive experience and a progressire acquisition of a swi. 
At no soixA can the siqparieneeTe considered eonqplete, or the skill perfect* 
NMy i^lls study a foreign languaige only tvo years; loEger timt is of course 
needed to approach nastery. At an^ poijot, however, the progress nde in a 
iMiguage, nhen iroperly tatieJit, irill have positive value and Uy a foundation 
upoii vhicfa Horther irogress can be built. It is evident therefore that the 
expectancy of values to be derived from language study imut be relative to 
the aaount of time and effort devoted to it. 

The study of a foreign language, skillfully tauglht under proper conditioxv, 
provides a new ecperience, progressively enlarging the piqpil*s horizon throu^ 
the introduction to a nev nsdiuB of connunieatloa and a nev culture pattern, 
and progressively adding to his sense of pleaso?able achlewesnt. This 
cocperience involves: 

1. /The. acquisition of a set of skills, iihich can beeoos real oastery 
for profess iboal use nhen praet'iced long enoui^. The intematloiial contacts 
and responsibilities of the Uhlted states mim the possession of these skills 
by more and more Aaerlcans a natter of n&tioml urgency. These skills ixslude: 

a. The Snereasins ability to understand a foreign language nhen 
spoken, saking possible greater profit and enjojwnb in su^ steadily expanding 
activities as foreign travel, business abroad, foreign lai^uage govies and 
broadcasts. 

b. The increasing ability to speak a foreign language in direct 
coasunicatlon vith peo]^e of another culture, either for btwinses or far i^easure. 

c. The ability to read the foreign lABguage with progressively 
greater ease and enjoyaent, naU^ possible the broadenicg effects of direct 
acquaintance with the recorded thcu^ts of another people, or nakiag possible 
study for vocational or irofassioiial (e.g., scientific or Jounatllstie} purposes. 

2. A new undsrstandlng of language, progressively revealing to the 
p«3Vil the straeture of language and giving him a new perspectlvo on Bnglish, 
as well as an increased vocabulsry and greater effectlveaees in expression. 

3. A gradually expanding and deepening taiowledge of a foreign courtryw. 
its geography, history, social organization, literature, and culture-HUid, as 

a eonsequsuee, a better per s pe ct ive on Aosrlcan eultvre and a aore enli^tened 
AHsrlcanlsn through adj us taa n t to the concept of differtisjces between cultures. 

Progress in any one of these eo^eriences is rslatlvs to the eatfttavls given it 
la the instructional progvan and to the interests and aptitude of ttM learner. 
Laaffuage ekillfl> like all praetieal skilU, nay never be perfected, and my 
be lat er ibrgotten, yet the eidargiag and eflriefaing results of the cultural 
exDsriSBce endiBFe throutfraut life.
